An appeal to the people upon matters 
of great National concern, is a proceeding 
that accords with the highest sense of res¬ 
pect for public sentiment, and is in entire 
consonance with tbe principles of Represen¬ 
tative Gorernmeot, Happily living under a 
gpvernment of opinion, we must always ex¬ 
pect that contests of opinion will arise, and it 
iiecomea us to enter ioio such conflicts with 
the fearlessness that marks freemen—with 
the just deference for tbe opinion of others 
that distinguishes those who are in quest of 
tmth and with a decorum that belongs to 
tbe character of our country. 

A meeting of our fellow citizens opposed 
to the existing Administration of the Fed¬ 
eral Government, having been recently 
held in this city, for the purpose of diffusing 
among the people of tbe State, that spirit 
of discontent, which marks the manifesto 
they have issued, and of rousing them to 
eject the present President of the United 
States from oflice, and to substitute General 
Andrew Jackson in his place. It Is from 
this decision, and from the opinions and 
motives which sustain it, that we- now ap¬ 
peal; and we dexire to lay before the dis¬ 
passionate good sense; oT the freemen of^ 
Maryland, the reasons olf our dissent. 

Implicit obedience and nSn-resistance to 
a ruliog power is part of our political 
creed—We neitherinherited such princir 
pies froon our aocehtor^, nor imbibed them 
in any of our schools. 'I’lie freedom of 
opinion and of action, is with ua a cardinal 
maxim that we are zealous to maintain in 
its amplest vigor—yet wo^ think it wissJo 
repress unnecessary cont«#t» io our coun¬ 
try, that can lead lo no public good, and 
particularly such as are i alculated to pro. 
duce the greatest eiciiemeot throughout 
the Republic. If we couid alw ^ys be sure 
tliat these contests originated purely and 
exclusively from public views, and found no 
sustenance in the personal prejudices, pri¬ 
vate feelings, or in the hope of individual 
aggrandizement, there would be less danger 

_for the sense of public duty alone will 

seldom carry ineo beyond correct bounda¬ 
ries, unless coupled with an inllainatory 
fanaticism that defies restraint. 

In the examination of the subject before 
us, we must be calm and sinrere. The 
questioQ is of too serious importance to per¬ 
mit our preilelecliuns and prejudicps to be 
enlisted in its service; the passions aie ont 
agents to be trusted in so grave a matter. 
Neither the dazzling power of military ex¬ 
ploit, nor the rich stores of intellectual 
iearuing, must be permitted to beguile us 
on this occasion. The welfare of tbe Re¬ 
public is at stake, and if we undertake to 
net in that behalf, let us divest ourselves as 
far as possible, of all that may lead to er¬ 
ror; and regardless of men, devote ourselves 
to the cause of tbe country with the strict¬ 
est fidelity. 

Necessarily led to take some view of tlie 
present Chief Magistrate of the country 
and of his measures, as also of tbe distin¬ 
guished Soldier who is brought in opposi¬ 
tion, and of his character, we are not dis¬ 
posed to indulge in fulsome eulogy or un¬ 
merited reproach; Called to lay our views 
lifa great National question betore the peo¬ 
ple, we shall treat these distingu'shud cili- 
sens with becoming respect, and discharge 
the duty conliJed to us with integrity and 
firmness. 

In resisting the pretentions set up by the 
advocates ol General Jackson to enable 
him to supplant the present Chief Magis¬ 
trate, it would he llie severest injustice to 
consider us wanling, either in respect for 
the services, or in admiration for the suc¬ 
cess of that celebrated Military Chieftain. 
In these, points we are not less sensiiive 
than bis warmest supporters; and we arc 
again ready, as we have always been, to 
celebrate the victory at New Orleans, and 
to do honor to the intrepid hero who direct- 
e.d it; and should our country unfortunately 
be placed in a state of war before his manly 
vigor and military laste i^hall decline, such 
is our confidence in his patriotism, (hat we 
should be happy to see him associated with 
the gallant defenders of our country, under 
the direction of an able and firm Adminis- 
tratioQ.

councils of Ihe country, by his wise and 
patrioiic advice when he was guiding the 
armies.— it was those master pieces of po¬ 
litical wisdom, his addresses to (he Govern¬ 
ors of the seveiul Slate-, that are now read 
almost with the ailiiiiraiion of inspited 
writings, that fixed eveiy eye and cveiy 
heart upon Washingioii, as Chief Magis¬ 
trate o( the United Stales.—Aod in look¬ 
ing back upon liis Ide, anterior to the year 
1780, it is hard to tell, wheiiier Ids merits, 
us a soldier, were higher than those of a 
statesman—but of this the world are assur¬ 
ed, that neither roiliiary power nor success 
ever made bun arrogant, nor induced him 
even to a douhltul excess. His military 
life was the loftiest example, under all cir¬

quired great popularity and evinced a 
Statesmanlike ability that classed him in thr 
foremost rank of .American Slalesmcii, t 
is fair to conclude, that Mr. .Adams w.i- 
govenied hy the established reputation nt 
Mr. Clay and the pntilic sentiment towards 
him, and that he very properly desired liolh 
his services and his fame to give their tisp. 
fulness and lustre to his Admioisiratinn.

Instead ul dew 
impalpable dust lilted into the air by its 
dryness and buoyancy, falls on the thirsty 
herbage. Indeed (he atmosphere in many 
parts, travellers assures u», is so filled with 
dust, that respiration is extremely diOiciill.” 

A St. Fraucisville (Ijuu.) paper of the 
23(1 June also speaks nf a long continued 
drought in that sectiun of country. The

80 severe a drought in this section ot L uisi- 
ana, and at so early a period in the season 
as we are now suffering.

W'e 
noy» witness yvhat was never before seen 
in Louisiana, corn yvithering in the field, 
lor want of moisture to sustain it.

The 'J'urks reiiilorced 
by (he troop* from Constantinople, sur¬ 
rounded Ihe Greek corps, which could not 
force a passage, ami lost ufiwards of 3000 
men, including liie brave Karaiskaki. The 
Acropolis has not yet fallen, but negotia¬ 
tions for a capilulalinn are now going on. 

A French, and an English frigate, and the 
.Austrian corvette Caroline, ate in the Roads 
nf Athens, for Ihe purpose of assisting in 
tlte negotiation, and providing for the safely 
of the garrison •” 

The Paris Editor ilouhls the truth of 
this intelligence. 

Letters from Constantinnple nf ,May 10 
state that Ihe 'Turkish fleet which came 
through the Dardanelles, had airived at 
Navarino. 

'The Aug'horgh Gazelle and the Austrian 
Observer continue to give le'ters Irom dif¬ 
ferent |tlsceg in the Levant, relative to the 
vicli'iie* obtained bv die Greeks over the 
Turk*, at Atheng anil its vitioilv, towards 
the end of April. 'They contain, hoiverer, 
very little that is new. It seems that in a 
fortified convent, dedicated to St. Spiriihiiq 
a few hundred 'Turks held nut for a long 
time yvith remarkable courage. At length 
they offered to csi>iiulale, wliu h the Greek* 
refused. Gen, Church, however, struck 
with the resnliile mantirr in which they de- 
lemled themselves, IliougSt proper to grant 
'hem a capitulation and free egress trom 
'he convent. The (■•■epk'. neverliieless, 
hiring just learned lha; Pirahim Pacha rno- 
'inued to murder their yvives and children 
without pity in the 'dnrea, fed upon die 
garrison as (hey were going ou;, and in spile 
of (he remons’ra'ices of Gen. Church, mas 
sscrri! diem nil.
